Few people who are not working 


housekeepers have any idea of the num- 
ber of steps taken by the latter during 
the day. 
Now and then wo read in 


some of the papers about the capacity 
for walking of the English women ami 
the incapacity of the American womtn 
in this respect, usually ending with the 
advice to the latter to exercise more if 
they wish for the robust health/ of their 
English sisters. Paragraphs of this 
kind havo reference to a very small 
class of American women, and it must 
be that the writers of such are confined 
In their knowlego to this one class, 
and havo no idea of the average Amer- 
ican woman. Their acquaintance with 
this subject was based on their familiar- 
ity with the women who have but to 
oversee their household affairs, having 
those under them ready to cany out 
their plan. The advice in those para- 
graphs might apply to women of this 
kind, but it will not apply gouer.illy 
to American women.

THE HAWAIIAN REVOLUTION. 


An Interview With Kins Kalakaua- 


Wlll Stand by HI* People. 


NEW YORK, July 15 —A Honolulu special 


to the UniM, dated July 5, (jives a report 
of an interview which tlie Herald corre- 
spondent had with King Kalakaua. The 
King is reported as saying: "The history 
of the present trouble, would be too long 
to enter Into now. My position to-duy Is 
largely one of ignorance as to exactly 
what is going on. As 1 understand it, 
however, a new constitution is being 
drawn up by the commlttoo of revision, 
composed of my present ministry, tho 
Supreme Court and a number of citizens. 
What that constitution contains 1 do not 
know, but I am Informed ithas provisions 
that will radically alter the political 
condition 
of affairs. 
For instance, I 


am told that it will confer tho franchise 
upon all residents, whether citizens or 
not, provided they are property holders. 
Now, unless class legislation Is practiced, 
that will extend the franchise to Chinese, 
Japanese and Portuguese und cut off tho 
voting power of some three or four thou- 
sand natives whoso present qimliliu.iUou 
Is that of education, and under that them 
are between eleven and twelve thousand 
voters of whom not more than flve or six 
hundred ore white. Now, ills a serious 
question whether I have any right to sign 
a document working such injustice to my 
countrymen 
as |this new 
constitution 


would do, at the Instigation of the meet- 
ing, moro than three-fourths of whoso 
members have no say in this country's 
affairs.'' 


"Will you 
sign the 
document?" 


asked. 


"I shall not," he replied, "unless ad- 


vised to by my Privy Council, to whom I 
shall submit under duress. But, no mat- 
ter whether signed by duress or by ad- 
vice, I shall consider the document il- 
legal. The only way the existing constitu- 
tion can be changed is by the vote of the 
Legislature at two successive session* 
and when the people attempt to change 
the constitution in any other way they 
simply make me an unwilling party to 
an illegal act." 


"What are tho relations between your 


self and vour now ministry!" 


"I can not tell," answered the King, 


spreading open his hands. 
"I have not 


noon them slnoo they took tho o-.ith of of- 
fice." 


"But that," I said, "is nearly a weolc 


ago. 
Why do you not summon them ant 


ask to be informed as to tho true con- 
dition of affairs! It is surely the duty o 
your ministry to keep vou Informed of all 
that is occurring." 


"It is," said the King firmly. "Tlia 


will show mo their hand, or, at all events, 
they shall bear the responslblllly of keep 
ing me in Ignorance as to what is gomi 
on. I'll do it;" and summoning Antoln 
Kosu, his chamberlain, lie gavo orders 
for tho immediate convening 
of 
his 


ministers.

The English Sparrow. 


Theo. H. Mead in the current number 


of the American Magazine thus express- 
es our sentiments on a local and national 
pest: "Many years ago we first made the 
acquaintance of the sparrow, and we were 
fascinated by his saucy, contented droll- 
ery. 
It was in London, and just outside1 


the window withiu which our studies 
were supposed to be carried on was a 
leaden roof whereon could be observed at 
every liour the domestic manners and 
social customs of these restless little rae-, 
oals. We were never tired of their an- 
tics—their tempestuous 
love making, 


their indefatigable housekeeping, their 
petulant quarrels, sharp-tongued and 
sharp-beaked too; and they cast shrewd 
little glances from time to time at us 
with much the expression of a party of 
savages making merry near the great idol 
of some divinity. Since those days, like 
most other Americans, we have become 
rather blase on this subject, less respons- 
ive to the sparrow's advances, and have 
finally come to consider him no better 
than a winged rat. In fact he is in one 
respect a good deal worse, for he is doing 
what the rats cannot do: driving our 
song birds from their former haunts 
about our homes to distant and unknown 
resorts, where they can be free from his 
chattering persecutions. 
About our 


home there are fewer song birds than 
ever within our recollection. Not a sin- 
gle catbird came last summer, nor could 
we hear of one about the neighborhood; 
not a wren; not even the valorous little 
blue-bird; not a tanager; not a marten; 
not an oriole. Formerly there were many, 
and the groves morning and evening re- 
sounded with then: mingled notes; last 
year they were fewer; this year there 
were none. A pair of scarlet tanagers 
and a pair of orchard orioles were indeed 
seen for a week or so, but were soon 
killed or driven off. Only the robins and 
the spotted thrushes hold their ground, 
and who can tell how long they will do 
eo? These three pests, sparrows, red 
squirrels and strolling cats, have among 
them done the mischief, and every lover 
of birds should give orders to have all 
such vermin shot at sight."
